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Biggest Nightmare 
For Germans Is U.S. 


(This is the last of a series of articles based on a book, “Behind 
the Steel Wall,” by Arvid Fredborg, widely known Swedish news- 
paperman who brings out of Germany, after two years, the first 
comprehensive independent account of the situation there since 
American newspapermen left 22 months ago.) 


By EDWIN SHANKE. 
STOCKHOLM.—(AP)—The Nazi’s biggest nightmare is 


America. 


Bit by bit, the Nazi propagandists have been tightening 
their lips on the subject of America. The Germans still look 
upon Britain as their No. 1 enemy. Their attitude toward 
Russia is complicated; strong cross-currents are sweeping 
among top. Nazis for and against a new pact with the Soviet. 


These are the conclusions of 
Swedish Journalist Arvid Fred- 
borg in his book “Behind the Stee! 
Wall.” He has just spent two 
vears in Germany as correspond- 
ent for the conservative Stock- 
holm newspaper Svenska Dagbla- 
cet. 

Fredborg maintains that Ger- 
many hasn’t a single friend among 
the nations of the world, that the 
Nazi is hated deeply even by his 
allies. and that the Third Reich 
is isolated politically because of 
its utter political unreliability and 
frequent lack af tact_in dealing 
with smaller states. 

Question of U. S. 

Developing this line, Fredborg 
says, in general: 

The question of the United 
States strikes a highly sensitive 
note among the Germans, most of 
whom sympathize with this demo- 
cratic nation mainly because it has 
become the home of millions of 
German immigrants. They also 
remember the American share in 
the last war. 

For several years the Nazi prop- 
aganda has been to minimize the 
power of America, and Berlin is 
ironical about “the madness of the 
figures.” They claim American 
industries are not even coming 
close to figures mentioned by 
President Roosevelt. 

The campaign of Propaganda 
Minister Goebbels in this connec- 
tion reached a peak in 1942, but, 
it seems, his frantic efforts failed 
to convince his people that the 
United States is weak and rotten 
morally. The foreign press, how- 
ever, had to go on listening to in- 
terpretations of President Roose- 
velt by the Nazi press chief, Dr. 
Schmidt. 

Schmidt's Blunder. 

Schmidt, in the autumn of 1942, 
committed a blunder which for 
months was a live topic in inter- 
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nateeal circles in Berlin. He in- 
vited to his press conference Dr, 
Hans Thomsen, former German 
charge d’affaires at Washington 
and now minister to Stockholm. 
To the surprise of everyone pres- 
ent, Thomsen refuted the picture 
Schmidt had painted of America. 
Throughout the interview, the 
astonished Schmidt struggled to 
get back to topics more favorable 
to himself. 

Schmidt asked Thomsen if ‘the 
American people were beginning 
to understand Mr. Roosevelt had 
cheated them. Thomsen replied 
that the President, without doubt, 
was a great statesman, one who 
had the people behind him. 

“We ought not to have illusions 
about: that, and now that the 
American people have entered the 
war they will fight to the bitter 
end,” Thomsen added. 

Some of Schmidt’s - devotees 
asked if United States politics 
were not dictated by Jews, and 
Thomsen gave the astonishing an- 
swer that in America there was 
a great difference between Jews 
and Jews—between Jews who 
were Americanized, who think 
and feel America, and pool prole- 
tarian Jews in a deep abyss. 


Armament Warning. 


Schmidt's forehead veins swell- 
ed, his anger was plain. Seriously, 
Thomsen warned that it would be 
unwise to underrate American 
armament. 

Other Nazi propaganda stunts 
backfired after the fall of Crete. 

Field Marshal Erwin Rommel 
had made a big impression on 
foreign correspondents when, in 
an interview in the presence of 
Goebbels, he said the British were 
cowards and fought in a mean 
way. Rommel said in plain words 
the British had been beaten and 
the Germans would conquer 
Egypt. 

A week later the propaganda 
ministry was hit by a veritable 
thunderstroke. Captain Von De 
Heydte, who Had been in on the 
Crete campaign, talked about the 
experiences of parachute troops. 
He had come directly to the min- 
istry without stopping to receive 
instructions on what to say. 

“The Tommies are the hardest 
and most courageous enemies we 
Germans have met,” the captain 
said. “The British stormed for- 


| ward against my battalion’s posi- 


tions 17 times. The 18th would 
have forced us to put down our 
weapons. Our ammunition was 
gone, but they didn’t come an 
18th time.” 

Examples of Courage. 

The captain gave examples of 
British courage, and it all had a 
‘devastating effect on the “tivil 
service men of the propaganda 
ministry. The blunder was dis- 
cussed for weeks. 

At the bottom of his heart, the 
average German feels the British 
always will win the last battle. 
Also, he instinctively admires the 
British, The Nazis know this. 
They do their best to counteract 
it with propaganda. The cam- 
paign against the British has gut- 
done even that waged against the 
Jews. 

The Germans know little of what 
is taking place in Englan@ The 
British seem to be far better in- 
formed on conditions in Ger- 
many. The British secret serv- 
ice has been known to spin the 
entire German nation in its web. 
After the war we may learn how 
high ranking Nazis had worked 
for the British for years. 

As for Russia, by the end of the 
autumn of 1942 everyone was 
scared that the Nazis might capi- 
tulate to Stalin. This alternative, 
it must be admitted, has not been 
entirely eliminated. 

Some high officers, following 
the line of General Von Seeckt, 
want Germany to work for a co- 
alition between the great conti- 
nental powers. Within the Ger- 
man Army, though, the géneral 
conception is that Germany must 
defend herself to the utmost in 
the east and could think of capi- 
tulating only to the western pow- 
ers. 

When the German armies came 
up against the Russians they met 
enemies with quite a _ different 
mentality. The Germans had the 
idea the Russians were living in 
indescribable misery and they, the 
Germans, felt they were fighting 
for a better world. 

The German troops had no illu- 
sions as to their fate if caught by 
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the Russians, That is why they 
fought so stubbornly. 

That the Germans started to ex- 
ecute many Russian prisoners is 
undeniable. Eyewitnesses describ- 
ed the executions. The Nazis de- 
fended this policy with the state- 
ment that they had no food and 
insufficient men to guard the pris- 
oners. They said they killed 
them painlessly—with gas. 

The German military leadership 
shortly took vigorous action to 
halt the slayings. 

Short-Sightedness. 


German political short-sighted- 
ness was reflected in the invasion 
of Russia. During Von Brau- 
chitsch’s leadership the Army 
made an agreement with the Uk- 
raine Nationalists that in case of a 
German-Russian conflict a Uk- 
raine state would be established 
with its own Army to co-operate 
with Germany. 

To the surprise—and joy—of 
the Kremlin, the Germans failed 
to organize the "Jkraine in that 
way. A greater part of the terri- 
tory came under Nazi civil admin- 
istration, Erich Koch, gauleiter of 
East Prussia, became “the hang- 
man of the Ukraine” and started 
to clean house of the nationalists. 
Ukrainians were treated like 
slaves, 

Now a great! partisan force in 
the Ukraine is.directing a fight 
against both the Russians and the 
Germans, ‘ 

Among Germany’s allies, Fin- 
land has won the greatest admira- 
tion, but the Nazis still are unable 
to suppress their anger over the 
Finns’ refusal to join the three- 
power coalition and declare soli- 
darity with the Reich, Finland is 
carrying on its own war and can 
make its own peace, but there is 
small chance that Germany will 
allow the nation to go voluntarily. 


Japan Strong Ally. 

Without question, Germany’s 
greatest and most powerful ally is 
Japan. It is to be expected that 
hearty feelings should exist be- 
tween the Germans and the Japa- 
nese, but no one can stay for long 
in Germany without discovering 
the simple truth that the Japanese 
are not popular. Peculiarly enough, 
the Chinese are popular. The Ger- 
man people still have a feeling 
that Emperor Wilhelm II was not 
entirely ‘wrong when he warned 
against the “yellow” danger, 

German irritation over Japan is 
due to Japan’s unwillingness to 
attack Soviet Russia. The only 
thing Japan would do was try to 
make a separate peace between 
Germany and Russia. The Berlin- 
Tokyo axis is a marriage interest 
in which neither party has the 
slightest scruple against sacrific- 
ing the other, Fredborg concludes.

Jail Inmates Beat Aviatrix 


Ingalls, Held as Nazi Agent 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—(INS)— 
The New York Daily Mirror said 
tonight it has learned that Laura 
Ingalls, former aviatrix and con- 


victed Nazi agent, was “beat up” 
by women inmates of the federal 
jail in Washington “when she 
tried to organize Nazi-style race 
hatreds inside the jail.” 

Miss Ingalls was beaten so bad- 
ly, said the dispatch by Mirror 
Staff Reporter Frank Doyle, that 
she had to be removed to another 
prison. Doyle’s dispatch from 
Washington added: 

“The beating, according to re- 
liable information, was the cul- 
mination of a long series of near- 
riots that, the noted aviatrix start- 
ed in the jail after her plea for 
parole was turned down in Oc- 
tober, 1942. From her conviction 
February 18, 1942, of being an 
unregistered Nazi agent until that 
time, Laura was a model prisoner, 
it was said. 

“But shortly after her parole 


was denied she began to act up. | removed 


a great man and expounded on 
‘what a wonderful place this will 
be’ when Hitler takes over. 

“Twice she was placed in soli- 
tary confinement, the first time 
to save her from an enraged group 
of women prisoners, several of 
them colored; the second time be- 
cause her ranting and screaming 
disrupted prison routine. 

“Her removal—to a federal 
prison in West Virginia—finally 
came after she suddenly worked 
up a hatred for the Negro women 
in the jail and tried to organize 
the white women against them by 
preaching a pure Nazi policy of 
race hatred. One day the group 
to whom she was ranting, which 
contained only white women, be- 
came enraged at her ideas and 
attacked her.” 

No weapons were used in the 
attack, the Mirror said, but Miss 
Ingalls sustained two badly swol- 
len eyes, a broken nose, fractured 
ribs and numerous bruises and 
cuts on her body. She then was

in many ways and that the infor- 
mation they gained must be 
shared promptly with the 91 sena- 
tors who stayed home. 

“TI think it is important that the 
senate have this background, al- 
though some of the matters should 
not be broadcast to the world at 
large,” he said. “After all, the 
winning of the war transcends 
every other consideration.” 

Although the delegation will 
make its report behind guarded 
doors, high administration quar- 
ters intent on further cementing 
relations with our allies displayed 
some agitation that the discussions 
would take too frank a tone which 
later might be reflected in open 
debate. 

The committee spokesman de- 
clared, however, that no pressure 
had been put on the senators to 
soft-pedal their remarks. 


Landing Rights Urged. 


In press conferences and on the 
senate floor, the four members of 
the five-man committee who have 
returned to Washington have ad- 
vised securing postwar landing 
rights on airports built abroad 
with U. S. funds and diversion of 
a greater proportion of oil for the 
united war effort from British- 
controlled fields along the Persian

Supreme Court 
Opens; To Scan 


War Litigation

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—()— 
With 400 cases already docketed, 
the supreme court will open to- 
morrow its new 1943-44 term that 
is expected to produce far-reach- 
ing decisions on a variety of war- 
time litigation. 

Some of the outstanding cases 
awaiting action involve the appli- 
cation of the conscientious objec- 
tor laws, the constitutionality of 
federal rent control regulations, 
and the right of a Negro to vote 
in a state primary which nomi- 
nates candidates for congress. 

More cases are arriving daily 
to occupy the court’s attention 
during the next eight months. It 
has been in recess since June 21. 

There has been no change in the 
membership of the court since last 
February 15, when Justice Wiley 
Rutledge succeeded James F. 
Byrnes, who had resigned in Oc- 
tober to become economic stabili- 
zation director. 

Only one member of the court 
—Chief Justice Stone, who will 
be 71 on October 11—is eligible 
to retire at full pay because of 
having reached the age of 70 and 
having served 10 years on the 
bench. He is still going strong. 

Ranking next in age is 68-year- 
old Owen J. Roberts, the only 
member of the tribunal not ap- 
pointed by President Roosevelt. 
Roberts, a Pennsylvania Repub- 
lican, was appointed by President 
Hoover in 1930. 

One change is in prospect for 
tomorrow’s session. There will be 
a new crier to intone “Oyez! Oyez! 
Oyez!” when the justices march 
into the chamber. He is John A. 
Kenning, 17 years old, of Ger- 
mantown, Pa. He succeeds T. Per- 
ry Lippitt, 27, who is in the Navy.

New Crisis 
Looms Over 


Subsidy Plan 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—(4)— 
A new sho\down fight between 
President Roosevelt and the con- 
gressional farm bloc over the ad- 
ministration’s hold-the-line pro- 
gram gathered intensity today, 
with a veto predicted for any leg- 
islation prohibiting subsidy pay- 
ments to keep retail food prices 
down. 

The veto prediction came from 
an influential congressional leader, 
one of the chief executive's legis- 
lative advisers, while Mr. Roose 
velt wu’ked on a message, outlin- 
ing the administration’s 1944 food 
program, for presentation to con- 
gress this week. 


The lawmaker, who was unwill- 
ing to permit use of his name, de- 
clared that the presidential mes- 
sage would support the program 
of War Food Administrator Mar- 
vin Jones and, presumably, re-em- 
phasize his arguments for using 
subsidies to roll back prices and 
combat inflation. 

This view of the administration 
was emphasized Friday by Fred 
M. Vinson, economic stabilization 
director, who asserted in a radio 
address that selective subsidies 
coupled with adequate taxation 
are an integral part of the anti- 
inflation program. 

Jones appeared before the House 
Banking Committee last week to 
ask extension of the Commodity 
Credit Corporation until June 30, 
1945, a $500,000,000 boost in the 
agency’s borrowing authority, and 
permission to sell perishable goods 
below parity prices. 

The agency will expire at the 
year’s end unless it is extended by 
congress. In July, congress voted 
a six months’ continuation only 
after the President vetoed another 
measure which would have pro 
hibited use of the ageny’s funds 
for general subsidy payments. 

Powerful support has gathered 
in the banking committee behind 
a move to put another subsidy ban 
in the new legislation. That action 
has been demanded by Edward A. 
O’Neal, president of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, and 
leaders of other agricultural 
groups 

There is little likelihood, how- 
ever, that the committee will act 
on the CCC bill until it has heard 
the President’s food message.

5 Nazi Boats 
Sunk Fleeing 
Caucasus Zone 


By JAMES M. LONG. 
LONDON, Monday, Oct. 4.—() 
The Red Army cracked the Pron- 


ya river line 28 miles east of | 


Mogilev in White Russia yester- 
day, Moscow announced early to- 
day, while Soviet airmen sank five 
troop-filled German boats appar- 
ently trying to evacuate the final 
Nazi rearguard from the enemy’s 
shattered foothold in the Caucasus 
opposite the Crimea. 

A midnight supplement to the 
regular Soviet communique said 
the Russians had smashed across 
the Pronya, threatening to turn 
the enemy’s upper Dnieper de- 
fense line, and hurled the Ger- 
mans “into a hasty retreat” in 
central White Russia. 

More than 2,000 Germans were 
killed and 70 villages seized in the 
drive toward Mogilev and Gomel, 
to the south, said the bulletin re- 
corded. by the Soviet monitor. 

In Last Stage. 

The Caucasian campaign appar- 
ently was in its last stage. Ber- 
lin’s high command admitted the 
loss of taro-Tamanskaya, vir- 
tually the last Axis foothold on 
the Kerch strait east of the Cri- 
mea, and the Russians said their 
airmen killed hundreds of Ger- 
man troops in that area, ashore 
and at sea. 

Three barges and several motor 
boats filled with Germans and 60 
trucks were destroyed, the com- 
munique said, and three Nazi 
companies dispersed or annihi- 
lated. 

The Soviet airmen also struck 
into the center of the Crimea, a 
Moscow dispatch said, touching 
off 25 heavy explosions amid 
freight cars loaded with enemy 
war equipment at the Dzhankoi 
junction. 

Dzhankoi is on the line running 
northwestward out of the Crimea 
to Kherson—the last available 
Nazi escape route by land from 
the peninsula. The other railway | 
running north to Melitdpol al- | 
ready is under Soviet military | 
fire, and the latest Russian aerial | 
announcement said three German 
troop trains were wrecked at Me- 
litopol. 

Converge on Keys. 

Orsha and Mogilev also were 
pounded by Russian airmen rang- 
ing ahead of Soviet ground forces 
converging on those key junctions 
in White Russia. 

The Russians acknowledged 
fierce German counterattacks in 
their semiencirclement of Gomel, 
but said these were beaten down. 
In addition to 1,200 enemy troops 
reported killed in that sector dur- 
ing the day, Moscow said 120 pris- 
oners were taken. 

Moscow did not even mention 
the Caucasian aside from aerial 
activities, and reported only “re- 
connaissance and exchange of ar- 
tillery fire” along the middle 
Dnieper front where Red armies 
are massed on the east bank of 
the broad river opposite the prize 
cities of Kiev and Dnepropetrovsk. 

Berlin’s Account. 

Berlin, however, continued to 
tell. of heavy fighting along the 
central Dnieper, the high com- 
mand declaring its army had “suc- 
ceeded in further narrowing the 
enemy bridgehead,” inflicting 
heavy losses on the attacking Red 
army. 

This announcement did 
make clear whether the 
bridgehead was on the eastern or 
western bank, but a propaganda 
broadcast later located the fight- 
ing in the Dnepropetrovsk sector 
and said that numerous Russian 
attempts to cross to the western 
bank had been frustrated. 

Berlin broadcasts also indicated 
that 12 Soviet divisions still were 
attacking in the Zaporozhe sector 
below Dnepropetrovsk in an at- 
tempt to break through to the 
mainland approaches to the Cri- 
mea. 

The fall of Staro-Tamanskaya in 
the, Caucasus left the Germans 
only a few miles of untenable 
Marshes on the peninsula opposite 
the Crimea.

The projected inclusion of the 
Russians strongly suggested that 
Moscow now feels as Washington 
and London have felt all along 
that the time Is rapidly nearing 
for absolute co-ordination of all 
the armies attacking the Nazi 
“fortress of Europe.” 

An invasion of Europe from the 
British Isles, marking the start of 
the main Anglo-American drive to 
victory, particularly will need to 
be carefully tlime@a with Russian 
operations in order to achieve 
maximum success. 

The main difficulty in fixing 
the date and place for the tri- 
partite meeting of foreign secre- 
taries has arisen from the fact 
that the Russians have insisted on 
meeting in Moscow, while the 
British and American governments 
have held out for London. Once 
the meeting place is agreed on, 
diplomatic sources say, agreement 
on the time of the conference 
should be a relatively simple mat- 
ter. 

The _ behind-the-scene seesaw 
pull between Moscow and London 
has been going on for about three 
weeks. Unless resolved soon, it 
may upset the timing of the sub- 
sequent conference among Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Prime Minister 
Churchill and Marshal Stalin. 

This is one of the main reasons 
why the negotiations are now be- 
ing rushed to conclusion. 


Russia Plans 
Huge Postwar 
Development 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3.—(#)—The 
Twentieth Century Fund in a 
survey released today said that 
postwar plans of Soviet Russia 
were concentrated on develop- 
ment of industry, agriculture and 


internal resources with the avow- 
‘ed goal of leading the world in 


per capita production of many 
basic necessities and consumer 
goods, 

The Fund, established and en- 
dowed by the late Edward A. Fi- 
lene for economic research, said 
that China planned an extensive 
program of modernization and in- 
dustrialization to raise the living 
standards of her people. 

The Fund has been surveying 
postwar plans of the United Na- 
tions. 

The report said Russian long- 
range plans were based on the 
last prewar meeting of the All- 
Union conference of the Commu- 
nist party in February, 1941, at 
which the Soviet State Planning 
Commission was asked to draw 
up a 15-year plan designed ‘“‘to 
surpass the most advanced capi- 
talist countries in per capita pro- 
duction of iron, steel, fuel, elec- 
tric machines and consumer 
goods.” 

But, said the survey, the Nazi 
invasion of Russia in June of 
1941, “destroyed a large part of 
what the Russians had built up 
with so much pain and at the 
cost of great  privations § since 
1928.” 

Some of this havoc was bal- 
anced, said the report, by the ac- 
celerated economic growth of the 
Asiatic regions of the Soviet 
Union which has “compensated to 
some extent for the destruction 
in European Russia.” 

China’s plan to raise living 
standards was based on principles 
outlined by Dr. Sun Yat-sen, and 
she looked to this country for the 
most help, the report said, “The 
amount of credits that China can 
use has been estimated in billions 
of dollars,” the Fund 
stated. .

Finschhafen Weakens Jap Bases West to Madang--Mac Arthur 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN THE SOUTHWEST PA- 
CIFIC, Monday, Oct. 4.—(AP)—General MacArthur, in a 


review today of the northeastern New 


inea campaign, said 


that capture of Finschhafen has eliminated all defensive 
value of enemy-held centers to the north and west as far 


as Madang. 
By seizure of the air and naval 
base on the eastern coast of the 


Huon peninsula, he said, the Al- 
lies not only have gained com- 
plete control of the Huon gulf but 
have obliged the Japanesey to 
withdraw toward rear bases/ on 
the north shore of New Guinea. 

Finschhafen was taken Satur- 
day by veteran Australian troops 
to culminate a 10-day campaign 
during which the position was sur- 
rounded effectively from its three 
land flanks and the Japanese de- 
fenders were trapped with their 
backs to the sea. 


Light Casualties. 


This enveloping movement 
caught the Japanese by surprise, 
the general said, and as a result 
they lost heavily. Allied casual- 
ties, in comparison, were described 
as light. 

Capture of Finschhafen com- 
pletes “a great historical pattern 
which provides the answer to the 


mechanics of combined operations 
for the next six to 12 months if 
we are given the means to carry 
them out,” Brigadier General 
Charles Willoughby asserted. 

Generfil Willoughby, chief of in- 
telligence for General MacArthur, 
said the same broad design could 
be followed “if we had 10 times 
the force” available for the cam- 
paign. 

This phase of the campaign 
ended with the fall of Finsch- 
hafen. 

MacArthur indicated a forced 
withdrawal by the enemy to Ma- 
dang as a@ result of Allied domina- 
tion of the Huon peninsula through 
the occupation of Finschhafen 
would mean abandoning nearly 
150 miles of coast—virtually the 
entire New Guinea shoreline of 
Vitlaz strait.

“Tf that’s all we can get, I’m for 
it, but it isnt strong enough.” 

On the other hand, several sen- 
‘ators are inclined to agree with 
Senator Holman, Republican, Ore- 
gon, who told reporters: 

“It is a good deal like voting for 
the Lord’s Prayer but I'll vote 
for it.” 

Also in the group approving the 
Fulbright measure in principle are 
several Republicans who, like 
Senators Robertson, of Wyoming;

Some, like Senator Bailey, Dem- 
ocrat, North Carolina, say they 
favor the principle but look to the 
Foreign Relations Committee for 
guidance.

“And that’s good news for his 
mother and me,” said his father, 
Robert B, Calhoun, of 864 Capitol 
avenue, S. E., when told "by The 
Constitution yesterday of his son’s 
comment and safe return. 

Sergeant Calhoun’s flight was 
one, Associated Press reports said, 
in which German fighter planes 
adopted a new technique in try- 
ing to stave off the stabs of the 
fighting Fortresses. This tech- 
nique involved coming up under 
them and machine-gunning the 
bellies of the planes. 

The Atlantan was inducted into 
the service in September, 1942, 
and went overseas in May of this 
year.

4. Not more than one Christmas parcel may be accepted for mailing by parcel post in 
any one week when sent by the same person to the same addressee. 


5S. Each gift parcel must be indorsed with the words “Christmas Parcel.” 


6. Parcels must be strongly and carefully boxed, wrapped and tied, and plainly and fully 
addressed, showing name, rank, army serial number, branch of service, A. P. O. number of 
addressee qnd the Post Office through which parcel is to be routed.

Turner Field 
Aviation Cadet 
Is Found Slain 


ALBANY, Ga.,- Oct. 3.—(P)— 
The badly battered body of an 
aviation cadet, identified as Roger 
Daris McNamee, of Hudson, N. Y., 
was found in a creek near here 
yesterday, Coroner C. W. Thomas 
announced today. 

Finding of the body was dis- 
closed when the coroner im- 


paneled a jury to investigate the 
death of the cadet, who, Turner 
Field officers said, was last seen 
September 26, when he reported 
out on furlough from the field. He 
was the son of Mrs. D. V. McNa- 
mee, of Hudson. 


The coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict of “death at the hands of 
a party or parties unknown,” after 
hearing Louis Horn, the youth who 
found the body, and Lieutenant 
Colonel John P. O’Brien, Turner 
Field hospital commandant, testify. 


Dead 72 Hours. 

Colonél O’Brien testified that 
the cadet had been dead at least 
72 hours “before my examination 
was made.” The surgeon said 
death was due to multiple frac- 
tures “of the face and skull and 
fracture and dislocation” of the 
spine. 

The surgeon further testified 
that in his opinion “it would have 
been impossible for one other per- 
son to inflict multiple injuries 
found on the cadet’s body.” 


Other injuries included fractures 
of the left arm, bruises and lacera- 
tions. 


Lieutenant Irvin Nember, of the 
Turner Field aviation cadet de- 
tachment, said McNamee was last 
seen at the field in cadet head- 
quarters September 26, when he 
was supposed to leave for his 
home on furlough.

Relatives had enlisted the aid 
of a New York telephone company 
executive last Wednesday, when 
the youth did not arrive home and 
repeated calls to Turner Field 
brought word that he had left, 
R. J. Kimbrough, manager of the 
Southern Bell Telephone & Tele- 
graph Company here, said. Kim- 
brough said he had been called in 
an effort to aid in locating the 
youth, 

Turner field authorities are co- 
operating with county police un- 
der the direction of Robert L.

County police announced after 
the inquest that McNamee appar- 
ently had not been robbed, as 
money and personal papers were 
found on his body. They said

SOMEWHERE IN NEW GUI- 
NEA, Sept. 27.—(Delayed)—(4)— 
Captain George P. Dunmore, who 
concentrates on sinking Japanese 
ships, has sent six to the bottom, 
a record no other bombardier in 
this area can equal.

Any sea forces the Germans 
mustered in the Aaegean for to- 
day’s attack necessarily were 
small, since they are forced to rely 
on surface craft captured from the 
Greeks and Italians or hastily con- 
structed after the occupation of 
Greece by Germany and her satel- 
lites. 

Crete, however, 70 miles south 
of the Greek mainland and little 
more than 100 miles below Coo, 
affords excellent airbases for Ger- 
man thrusts at the Allied island 
positions. 

Allied naval forces have been 
reported in the Aegean islands 
from time to time but the position 
of German-occupied Crete prob- 
ably would hold Allied surface ac- 
tivity to hit and run operations. 

Air activity over the Aegean has 
grown tremendously in the last 
months, particularly in raids from 
Middle East bases by RAF Spit- 
fires and Beaufighters and by me- 
dium bombers. 


Well Dug In.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Algiers,

Navy Secretary Frank Knox, returning here from the battle

He said Army leaders had ex- 
pressed high satisfaction with the 
gun support given by British and 
American warships offshere. He 
said naval gunnery was s0 accu- 
rate one German machinegun nest 
had been knocked out at 10-mile 
range.

The Yankees, hoping to avenge 
last year’s loss of the world cham- 
pionship to the Cardinals, went 
through a final tuneup against the 
St. Louis Browns and unquestion- 
ably were ready. In recent days 
Manager Joe McCarthy has given 
brief outings to all his pitchers 
who, are likely ‘to see service 
against the Redbirds and all 
showed to good advantage. 

Spurgeon (Spud) Chandler, 
whose record of 20 victories and 
four defeats this year is the best 
in the major leagues, appeared the 
certain choice to hurl for the Yan- 
kees in the opening game. « 

The Cardinals, who completed 
their National League schedule 
today in St. Louis. will not arrive 
until late tomorrow and will not 
see the stadium until they show 
up for Tuesday’s game, Manager 
Billy Southworth has indicated he 
may not name his starting hurler 
until the day of the game. This 
served to extend the guessing 
game in which all fans have been 
enga@ed for days.

In the past this force of 350 em- 
ployes, 95 per cent of whom are a 
group of Atlanta’s fine young 
women—the few remainder being 
men—have subscribed most liber- 
ally to every war cause. In the 
campaign last year for war work- 
ers’ funds the subscriptions ran as 
high as $20 per person for every 
employe. In the last Community 
Fund campaign soon after the 
above-mentioned campaign, the 
amount f ven by each employe av- 
eraged $12. Every dollar sub- 
scribed was paid promptly. 

Mr. Garson is not only the head 
of the big concern, but he is to 
the girls working there just like 
the head of a family—for they are 
really a big family. They go to 
him with their sorrows or troubles 
—if any—and he is never too busy 
to listen to and advise them. They 
have every faith and confidence in 
him and in his judgment on finan- 
cial—or even family—affairs. 

So it was that early in the year, 
when the Red Cross campaign was 
on, Mr. Garson suggested to his 


work to the Red Cross and yet it 
would not cost them a cent. The 
plant does no work on Saturday. 
It is always closed then. But he

suggested they come Saturday, 
work from 7:30 until 1 o'clock, 
and give the day’s work to the 
Red Cross.

which amounts to $700 per week, 
and many of them had additional 
bonds besides, in the Third War 
Loan campaign, just completed, a 
total of $6,000 was paid in cash for 
extra war bonds. In addition, the 
company purchased a $5,000 bond. 


In this last campaign one of the 
young ladies invested in a $1,000 
bond, another took a $5U0 bond, 18 
bought $100 bonds, 12 purchased 
$50 bonds, and many of them in- 
vested in $25 bonds—at least 
enough to make the total amount 
stated above. And remember, these 
were extra bonds, and all for cash. 

Mr, Garson is one of the city’s 
most patriotic and interested men 
in giving time to war funds and 
various civic drives.

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A Job Well Done 

There can be nothing but praise and con- 
gratulations for the members of the Georgia 
legislature for their achievement during the 
special session which concluded Friday. It was, 
it is believed, the shortest such session on rec- 
ord, yet the legislation they enacted may well 
prove among the most important laws ever 
placed upon the statute books of the state. 

Called for the single purpose of making 
possible reform in Georgia’s prison system, 
they wiped out, effective next January 1, the 
state prison commission. This body, regardless 
of good intent of its personnel, must neverthe- 
less bear the chief blame for the shocking 
state of affairs in many of the state’s penal 
establishments. 

The director of corrections, a new state post 
created at the session, will in future be solely 
responsible for all prisons. Much of the reform 
expected will depend upon whoever is chosen 
by the Governor for this post. The entire state 
will watch with keenest interest his conduct 
of the office. 

President of the Senate Frank Gross and 
Speaker of the House Roy Harris steered the 
session impeccably and much of the credit for 
the speed and orderliness with which the de- 
sired program was carried to completion must 
be given them. And, with scarcely an excep- 
tion, every individual member shares that 
credit. 

It was, even though short, a session of mag- 
nificent achievement and will add another 
honor to a legislature which had already been 
styled the best in Georgia history by Governor 
Arnall and all who have watched ‘its activities,

105 Chinese ‘ 


Chinese, fighting one of the most important 
and effective fronts of this global war, are 
forbidden by our law to enter the United States. 
The Chinese exclusion act was passed in 1882. 
World conditions and American conditions too 
have changed vastiy in the sixty years since 
then. 

There is a movement, gaining force, for 
repeal of that Chinese exclusioh act. There 
are sound reasons for such a fepeal. 

In the first place there is the obvious reason 
that repeal would be extremely pleasing to our 
Chinese allies and, surely, they have contrib- 
uted so much to the cause of Allied victory 
that we should give long and careful considera- 
tion before rejecting anything we can do to 
increase the friendliness now existent between 
our two countries. } 

Secondly, with the immigration quota laws 
which apply to all countries, enacted long after 
1882, in effect, letting down the bar to the 
Chinese would not mean so much to our 
immigration statistics, anyway. On the quota 
system, repeal of the exclusion act would allow 
a total of 105 Chinese to enter this country 
annually. Surely a negligible number. 

The exclusion act was originally passed 
because of American fear that Chinese labor, 
able to work longer hours and willing to accept 
smaller pay than American labor, would reduce 
wages and lower living standards in this coun- 
try. But 105 Chinese could have no effect on 
economics in a country of 130,000,000 people. 


It would, further, be good business to repeal ~ 


the exclusion act. 

After this war is done China will be one 
of the greatest markets for many varieties of 
manufactured goods in al! the world. China 
looks forward to modernization and industriali- 
zation of her vast land. She will require im- 
mense quantities of manufactured material for 
railroad construction, for road building, for 
the getablishment of industries. Her people 
will provide an almost infinite market for 
consumer goods. 

It would be simple business wisdom for the 
United States to remove every possible obstacle 
to the continued friendship between the two 
nations so that this country shall hold prefer- 
red status with Chinese government and 
Chinese enterprise when the goods China must 
have are to be sold to her. 

Repeal of the exclusion act and resultant 
permission to 105 Chinese to enter this country,

annually, is an infinitesimal price to pay, little 
more than a gesture, to enhance the friendship 
which China already feels toward us. 


Hidden Death Traps 

When English Red Coats were sent to 
colonial America to combat the Indians their 
commanders became highly incensed because 
the Indians “would not stand up and fight,” 
and as a result the guerrilla tactics of the 
forest men were often disastrous to the trained 
troops. ‘ 

Sneaky and treacherous as were the Indians, 
they were amateurs compared with the Japa- 
nese and Germans, as has been revealed in the 
present war. Both nations are experts in 


devising diabolic methods of deceiving their * 


foes, to slay as many Allied troops as possible. 

Numerous instances: have been reported 
‘where a body of Japanese soldiers would ad- 
vance with arms lifted in apparent surrender 
and, when near, suddenly draw revolvers and 
start shooting. Another favorite trick is for a 
number of Japanese to lie on the ground, ap- 
parently dead or dangerously wounded, and 
when an Allied group approaches, “come to life” 
with guns in their hands. ; 

German soldiers have used these methods 
both against the Russians and Allied forces in 
Africa, Sardinia, and Italy, in addition to which 
they are specialists in the use of “booby traps,” 
buried mines and time bombs. 

Allied soldiers on all fronts have learned 
to beware of the foe—dead, wounded, or willing 
to surrender, and Allied experts have devised 
methods and apparatus to detect “booby traps” 
and hidden mines. These devices are operated 
by specially trained troops known as sappers 
(“delousers” is the Army slang term), and it 
is their duty to advance into areas abandoned 
by the Nazis and make them safe for the on- 
ward sweep of tanks, guns, jeeps and foot 
soldiers. 

Theirs is not a thrilling service like zoom- 
ing through the air at three hundred miles 
an hour, fighting enemy planes or bombing an 
objective; firing a huge artillery piece; wiping 
out an enemy machinegun nest, or advancing 
under heavy fire to crush a stubborn enemy. 
Minus the thrill to stimulate courage, theirs 
is a prosaic, though dangerous task. Brave and 
competent, they perform their duty with the 
nonchalance of a plumber fixing a faucet or a 
farmer digging potatoes. From Stalingrad to 
Kiev along the extended battleline the Russian 
sappers have “deloused” routes for their ad- 
vancing comrades; from El Alemein to Tunis 
the American and British sappers cleared a 
path for the victorious Allies; it was the same 
task in Sardinia, and now they are on their 
way to Rome. 

They do not mind being called “deloysers” 


—dit is a term of compliment, for their advanc- 


ing comrades know these brave men have saved 
the lives of thousands by their efficient work. 


It overrates them, but for the sake of Auld 
Lang Syne we shall go on referring to the Axis 
as the aggressor powers. 


Ample Cause for Divorce 

There is an ancient story about a married 
couple who ordered ham sandwiches in a 
restaurant and, when they were placed on the 
table, the husband proceeded to devour his, 
while the woman refrained from eating. Ob- 
serving this the waitress inquired if there was 
something wrong about her sandwich, to which 
the woman replied, “Oh, no; it’s all right, I’m 
just waiting for the teeth.” 

That story may be fiction, but Mrs. Nellie 
Vileta, aged 33, of Chicago, gave it a semblance 
of possible truth when she sued her husband 
George for a divorce, informing the court that 
when meat rationing went into effect her 
husband stole her false teeth, since which 
time she had been unable to eat anything but 
soup and soft food, while her husband regaled 
himself unstintedly on steaks and pork chops. 

In lieu of alimony she ligpingly asked for 
return of her teeth. The appeal appeared to 
be convincing to Judge Joseph Sabath, for he 
not only granted the divorce, but ordered 
husband George to return the grinders. 

It is to be hoped Mrs. Vileta retained pos- 
session of her meat ration book, and now that 
she is free of George, she might wed a vege- 
tarian and thus even up for the meats she 
has missed and have an ample supply for the 
future.

ISOLATIONISM DIES HARD 
(From The Albany Herald) 

It looks as though politics were still dominant 
enough in the United States senate to postpone 
action on what we consider the most important 
question that can possibly come before it at this 
time. It is this: 

Has America a role to play in the stupendous 
task 8f maintaining peace in the world after this 
war is over? 

It was politics—the lowest, sorriest, most 
despicable form of politics—which prevented this 
nation from playing that role after World War I. 
Is that miserable performance to be repeated in 
the senate after World War II? We cannot see 
how it is possible, in view of what happened when 
our senate refused to have anything to do with 
the League of Nations after World War I. 

Surely politics must not be permitted to pre- 
vent the senate from following the admirable 
example set by the house in its recent overwhelm- 
ing vote in favor of the Fullbright resolution. 
That vote, 360 to 29, was an unmistakable ex- 
pression of national sentiment on the issue of our 
participation in postwar efforts to maintain peace 
through some sort of international co-operation 
and organization. 


WASHINGTON . PARADE

WAR’S DECISIVE STAGE WASHINGTON, Oct. 3.—The real 


significance of the selection of 
General George C. Marshall, Army chief of staff, to lead the 
Allied invasion of Europe is that it means the war is reaching 
a decisive stage. 

But for these important implications some 
formal announcement of the Marshall appoint- 
ment would undoubtedly have been forthcom- 
ing before now. 

President Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill, it seems reasonable to believe, did 
not want to make the annoyncement until the 
hour to strike had arrived. To do so in advance 
would put the Germans on notice as to our in- 
tentions, It would deprive the Allies of a great 
psychological advantage. 

All of this explains, in large measure, the 
marked reticence which the White House and 
the War Department maintained for the first 
few days after the false furor arose over pre- 

saa mature publication of reports dealing with 
General Marshall’s change in status. 


We did not want to lose the advantage of the proper psychological 
timing of the announcement. Hence the rumors, which gave an 
utterly false picture of the situation, were allowed to spread. Not 
until crackpot elements, in and out of congress, began fanhing the 
reports into a national issue was it necessary to make official de- 
nials of the charge that the able Army chief of staff was being 
eased out of his post—“kicked upstairs.” 


Then Mr. Roosevelt, Secretary of War Stimson and General 
Marshall himself exposed the charges for what they were—a com- 
plete fraud. 


INFORMED ENEMY It would have been far better for Allied 

strategy if the false furor had never 
been permitted to arise. The Germans have been tipped off on a 
vital phase of our plans. For it must be evident to any amateur 
military observer that thé placing of General Marshall in direct 
charge of all Allied forces in the British Isles has immediate im- 
plications on the long awaited second front. 


The Marshall appointment has not been officially confirmed. 
But neither has it been denied. Mr. Roosevelt half confirmed it 
when, in deploring the publication of false reports on the situation, 
he emphasized that timing was an important. factor in announcing 
such news. Who should determine the timing for important de- 
velopments of the kind, he wanted to know. Should it be the 
press by starting false rumors? Or should it be the high command? 


The answer, of course, is obvious, just as the implications of 
the President’s statement are plain. 


FOR KNOCKOUT BLOW There is hardly any escaping the 

conviction that the appointment of 
General Marshall means the battles of Europe are about to be 
merged into one massive blow for the knockout of Germany. The 
period of planning and preparation is over. The stage is set for 
the final act in the great drama. The curtain promises to rise at 


* any moment. 


When this moment will come is known only to the Allied high 
command, of course. It may descend upon us before the end of 
the year, or it may be delayed until spring. Certainly we are able 
to read into the selection of a supreme commander of the Allies’ 
fighting forces, however, a meaning of imminence in the new blows 
that are to be struck. alia 


The European war is therefore reaching a decisive stage. On 
the western front the British-American air assault is entering its 
final, its pre-invasion stage. More attention is being paid to Ger- 
man communication lines, In southern Europe the air assault on 
Germany will soon be able to start from conquered bases—lItaly, 
Sardinia and Corsica. Ground forces in Britain, including large 
numbers of our own men, are about ready. Those in the Mediter- 
anean are already engaged. Other armies in the Middle East 
should be equally prepared. 


1944 CRUCIAL YEAR All of this adds up to 1944 being the 

crucial year of the European war. The 
Russians are on the march and at a given signal from us may be 
expected to renew the assault from whatever line they are resting 
on at the end of present operations. Hitler will thus find himself 
attacked from three different sides—Russia, France and the Med- 
iterranean. : 

In the face of these prospects, the possibility of a German 
collapse before the real fighting starts is not to be written off. 
Hitler, in anticipation of the coming British-American invasion, 
may be forced to withdraw 100 or so of his divisions from the 
Russian front to defend western and southern Europe. That con- 
ceivably could result in a German rout in Russia. 


A major German military disaster in Russia might easily bring 
about an internal collapse in the Reich. While President Roosevelt 


_and Prime Minister Churchill do not encourage thoughts of such 


a windfall, other high government officials concede its possibility. 


CHOICE FROM START In all of this the selection of General 

Marshall as Allied  generalissimo 
looms as a considerable factor. Americans should feel compli- 
mented that one of their own military leaders has been chosen for 
this great role—perhaps the most important military command 
ever held by any soldier in all time. 


_If reports from London are true, the President and the Prime 
Minister have never considered any other name for the post. Gen- 
eral Marshall is said to have been their choice by common consent 


from the start. He rates that high in their esteem.

FAIR ENOUGH

aunt of the Office of 
War Information has _ decided 
that the American public is not 
being informed adequately about 
the war. As to military matters, 
this committee obviously is bet- 
ter qualified to pass judgment 
than any layman, but any lay- 
man can see that adequate infor- 
mation concerning Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt’s latest expedition has 
not been given. 


The people have not been told 
who initiated this personal junket 
or who paid for it, -and it is 
perfectly plain that the proceeds 
of Mrs. Roosevelt’s newspaper col- 
umn, a~private enterprise, can- 
not pay the cost. She went in a 
great four-engined bomber, 
manned by two captains, three 
master sergeants and a staff ser- 
geant, who took 23,000 feet of 
film, and was attended by George 
Durno, a Washington journalist, 
who is now a major of the air 
transport command. 


The salaries of these men 
would be a considerable item and 
the rental of the plane on any 
reasonable basis, plus the gaso- 
line, would be an appalling ob- 
ligation for even the richest col- 
umnist. The public is completely 
uninformed as to these costs and 
a vague statement that Mrs. 
Roosevelt would repay the Amer- 
ican taxpayers by turning over 
the proceeds of her column to be 
divided between the Red Cross 
and the American Friends Serv- 
ice Committee belittles the intelli- 
gence of even the blindest devotee 
of the tourist who, this time, went 
so far as to refer to herself as the 
wife of the “ruler” of the United 
States. 

. The Red Cross 
Who Paid and the Ameri- 
For Trip? can Friends Serv- 
ice Committee, 
whatever their worthiness, are 
not the United States treasury, 
which paid the cost of the jour- 
ney with money derived from 
taxes paid by the sweat of every- 
one Who toils and from bonds 
sold ostensibly to pay only le- 
gitimate and necessary costs of 
the war. There is no obligation 
reduced the figures, but there is 
an implied admission in the 
fuzzy promise to pay a couple of 
other «fellows that the junket 
was not undertaken in the public 
interest. 


No person who travels in the 
legitimate interest of the United 
States government is expected to 
pay his own costs. 


It would appear that Mrs. 
Roosevelt became a field service 
worker of the Red Cross only 
for the purpose and duration of 
this trip and, in that case, it 
would be the Red Cross which 
conferred a favor on Mrs. Roose- 
velt, and at a sacrifice, inciden- 
tally, of a degree of public con- 
fidence in the organization un- 
der the management of the Pres- 
ident’s political house pet, Nor- 
man H. Davis. 


Inasmuch as Mrs. Roosevelt is 
an active, subtle and indefatiga- 
ble politician and in view of the 
delicate political situation sur- 
rounding General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, the Red Cross, by the 
connivance at a pretext, has per- 
mitted itseld to be drawn _ into 
politics, and that is bad not only 
for the Red Cross but for those 


who, in the end, look to the Red} 


Cross for its services. 

° In a speech a 
Gasoline few months ago, 
Quantities President Roose- 

velt, counseling 
the people at home to endure pa- 
tiently the rationing of gasoline, 
illustrated his plea with the in- 
formation that a“Flying Fortress 
consumed 1,110 gallons of gaso 
line in a bombardment mission 
of about 700 miles from North 
Africa, the equivalent of about 
375 A ration units and “enough 
to drive your car five times across 
the continent.” On this basis, 
Mrs. Roosevelt, in a flight of 26,- 
000 miles, consumed 41,070 gal- 
lons, representing 130,875 A cou- 
pons, and 185 trips im your car 
across this continent. Moreover, 
in the fragmentary developments 
of the story, it has now been dis- 
closed that the plane had been 
remodeled inside and fitted with 
seats and a bed. 


All this, too, is aside from .the 
fact that Mrs. Roosevelt traveled 
by automobile in Australia and 
New Zealand, using fuel import- 
ed, every single drop, over vast 
stretches of perilous ocean in 
tankers, and is always attended 
on her journeys by other cars 
hauling the official retinue and 
the sightseers. That happened 
many times at home even when 
citizens of good conscience were 
willingly denying themselves all 
unnecessary mileage. 


The interference with the work 
of the busy generals, admirals 
and other officers fighting a war 
undoubtedly was real and seri- 
ously detrimental, but, of course, 
it is not measurable, and no of- 
ficer could admit that his work 
had been impeded without aban- 
doning all hopes of promotion.

HANG OUT OUR BANNERS Well, the legislature met, did 
a job and went home. The 
heathen had raged, you know, saying, “Why do they call that crowd 
to the capitol to use up money? If they get there they will stay 
for a month or more.” 

How long flid they stay? 

Five days. 

What did they accomplish? 

The greatest prison reform in the history 
of the state, one which should eliminate the 
brutality and cruelty which nonpolitical, in- 
vestigating boards had found in existence as 
a common practice in most of the work camps 
and the state prison itself. A reform which 
should rehabilitate many prisoners, not con 
demn all. 

Did ‘it cost much? 

It did not. The reform they worked, once 
it is under way, will save the state more than 
the session cost in the span of two years. 

His this been an expensive legislature? 

It has been the most economical in this 
generation. It ended its first session short 
of the allotted period and it was eflcient 

enough to begin work without the usual five-day organization 

period. It has worked honestly, intelligently and fearlessly. 

There were in this state men who thought it all right to degrade 
the school system for the benefit of personal ambition and power. 
The people repudiated that, beating a great slush fund and organi- 
zation to do it 

The legislature fixed their will in the laws of the state by allow- 
ing them to vote on their wishes. They voted. 

A prison commission, a system long voted out by 47 other 
states, was doing nothing in Georgia. I think it wanted to do 
something. But it was impotent. It was bound, by politics, not to 
offend a single group in a single county. So, it did nothing for 
the good reason it was a product of a system which would allow 
it to do nothing. Other states long ago discovered that and did 
what Georgia now has done—got rid of the prison commission form 
of prison administration. There were a few who supported this 
backward system, 

This reform was accomplished in the usual, democratic manner. 

Not a single ounce of pressure was put upon the legislature 
that did not flow from the people themselves to their representa- 
tives. The people of Georgia, given a fair chance to know the 
facts, will always do the right thing. 

They prefer government without hysteria and clamor; without 
bayonets and bombast; without ranting and clowning. 

And they want their children to have education as good as 
other states have and they want their prisons run on a humane 
and enlightened plane, 


PSALMS 8:3-5 In reading the Psalms an hour or so before 
writing this I came to the Eighth Psalm and 
read: 


“When I consider Thy heavens, the work of Thy fingers, the 
moon and the stars which Thou hast ordained— 

“What is man, that Thou art mindful of him?... 

“For Thou hast made-him a little lower than the angels, and 
hast crowned him with glory:and with honor.” 

We are a Christian nation and in that the ideals of our govern- 
ment are those of the Christian religion. Yet, it is amazing how 
easily we forget, and now impatient we are with those who will 
not let us forget, our inhumanities to man. " 

“What is man, that Thou art mindful of him? , 

“Thou hast made him a little lower than the angels. .. .” 

Well, we have known that our prison system, so-called, was 
manned largely by men who had grown up in the old school which 
ruled by fear and the lash. There were exceptions, of course, 
just as there were some work camps which were humanely run. 
We had known that it was costly, when other states ran their 
prisons in a cleaner and more humane fashion and at a profit. 

We knew about leg irons and sweat boxes and wardens who 
beat men so much that they died. We knew about sweat boxes in 
which men stayed so long at high temperatures they, too, died. 

(What is man, that Thou art mindful of him?) 

We knew all that. 

Yet, the men and the time had to meet. We had men in gov- 
ernment who thought about prisons just as the worst wardens 
thought. A prisoner became not a man but something the state 
could use as political patronage. He could be sent here and there 
and a road camp warden could underfeed him, as most of them 
did; mistreat him, as many of the road camp wardens did; or 
counties take him and make money out of underfeeding him, as 
some counties did. Not all, but some. 

We have had exposures before. 

In 1937 we had a fine program going at Tattnall prison. There 
were experienced extension service and county agents in charge, 
there was good machinery, there was a program. But, there was 
a change in government and that was wiped out and mules and 
ignorance replaced the experienced county agents and extension 
service men and the machinery. 


THE MEETING Now, in 1943, we have a legislature which 

really is interested in the state and its future. 
It is supported by an aroused people. It is supported by a Governor 
who is not in politics, who seeks no other office, but who, like the 
people and the legislature, wants to do a job for the state. 

So, we get reform that is reform. 

There will be a chance at some education. Not “college,” of 
course, as one of those who opposed prison reform asked, but 
enough to read and write. They will be taught trades. They will 
be put to work. 

Already, there are selfish forces at work which would stop 
the plan to allow prisoners to make their own clothing and to 
grow their own food. The reforms will not come all at once. It 
will take time to get them going. The people must keep all this 
in mind three years hence when there is another election. 

Now, I do not see how any man with an open mind can fail to 
applaud Senate President Frank Gross and Speaker of the House 
Roy Harris; their committees, the members of the legislature and 
the Governor. They acted courageously, economically, and they 
did the job in five days. Who can criticize it? 


One Who Is Father to the People 
Would Keep Them in the 
Role of Children

In the years immediately before our Revolution, the people 
were divided into two distinct and conflicting classes. Governors, 
judges and other officials appointed by the King were aristocrats 
and the upper crust of society. American aristocrats pulled all 
available strings to get appointments, for office meant social pres- 
tige as well as a living. ‘ 

But as the King tightened the screws on the colonies, it became 
impossible to serve him without virtually betraying the people. 
Many American aristocrats therefore refused the bribe of royal 
patronage, and eventually joined ithe fight for independence. But 
meanwhile the common people had learned to regard all aristocrats 
as their natural enemies. : 

Though some American aristocrats demanded freedom from 
England, nearly all of them feared government by the people. They 
had always opposed popular education, lest knowledge make the 
common people discontented. And they approved the property 
qualification which denied the ballot to all but the rich. 

In the last years under George III, only one man in twenty 
could vote; in one city only one man in fifty. A few rich families 
could carry every election. 

The law, even after we became a nation, recognized two classes. 
For precisely the same offense, a gentleman was fined and a com- 
mon man was whipped. Such discrmination did not end until the 
time of Jefferson—who was an intellectual aristocrat but not a social 
aristocrat. 

The democrat—the one called the common man—believes in his 
natural right to govern himself. He may be incompetent, ignorant, 
even illiterate, but still he prefers a faulty government of his own 
devising to perfection handed down from above. :

Bomb Tonnage 
Of RAF Drops 
In September 


LONDON, Monday, Oct. 4.—() 
British bombers unloaded 14,000 
long tons of bombs on Germany 
and occupied countries during 
September, or 5,000 tons less than 
the previous month, the air minis- 
try announced today in its month- 
ly review. 

Despite unsettled weather which 
made the month the worst since 
January from the standpoint of 
heavy bomber operations, 10 ma- 
jor attacks were made on targets, 
principally in Germany, including 
| one attack on Berlin. Boulogne, 
| Montlucon and Modane in France 
also were hit heavily. 

British medium and light bomb- 
ers and fighter-bombers, supple- 
‘menting American heavy and me- 
dium bombers, operated 29 days. 

The total of enemy aircraft de- 
stroyed was 190, of which 173 
were knocked down over Europe, 
as against an RAF loss of 282 air- 
craft. This compared with 381 
British planes lost and 161 enemy 
planes destroyed during the pre- 
vious month,

HENDERSON FIELD, Guadal- 
canal—(Delayed)—Munda_6 air-

We took off at dawn. I was sit- 
ting on an improvised seat direct- 
ly behind the pilot, Lieutenant J. 
Cornell, 30, of Cedar Rapids, Iowa. 
The target area was the edge 
of New Georgia, where remnants 
of the Jap forces were concentrat- 
ed for evacuation, an area no 
larger than two acres. 

This was to be indeed an experi- 
ence for me, because I was to be 
one of the first to see Munda in 
Allied hands and because I was to 
fly in a torpedo bomber. Pilots in 
this squadron declare the TBF to 
be the most versatile plane in ac- 
tion today. 

It turned out to be an excellent 
day for the attack. The weather 
was clear and cool and the only 
clouds were a few hanging low on 
the mountains.

soared skyward and craning my

Ack-Ack Puffs. 

Smoke from the dive-bombers’ 
damage already was curling up- 
ward when we circled to let go 
our bombs. Here and there were 
the puffs of an antiaircraft shell 
exploding, like the weak lunges of 
a — snake trying to defend 
itself. 


As the ground spun toward us, 
the pilot opened up with his for- 
ward machineguns and I watched 
the red flashes of the tracer bullets 
etch their way into tents, trees and 
huts. - 


The strain of the pull-out was 
regligible; so weak, in fact, that I 
was able to pull myself forward 
and watch our bomb explode. It 
hit right in the middle of the tar- 
get, felling trees for yards around 
and throwing out a white smoke 
ring, like a big water ripple that 
spread out over the ground for 
hundreds of feet. 

As we pulled away, I watched 
the other bombers dump their 
deadly loads, each one taking its 


‘toll of Japanese life and equip-

Behind us were the Army bomb- 
ers, that swooped in with their 
TNT-filled eggs. When the smoke 
had cleared the Marine Raiders 
and infantrymen and the Army 
ground forces would rush in to 
finish the task, thus closing an- 
other bloody chapter in the Pacific 
war.

Families Urged 
To Buy Cows, 
Start Milking 


Establishment of hundreds of 
family operated dairies—consist- 
ing of a half dozen cows and 
operated as a sideline to farming 
operations—is advocated by a 
dairying expert who declares milk 
rationing is “already virtually 
a reality in Georgia.” 

H. B. Henderson, head of the 
University of Georgia College of 
Agriculture dairy department, 
said in an interview Georgians can 
end their milk crisis and develop 
a year-round cash security if the 
State would double its milk pro- 
duction and grow four times as 
much foodstuffs. 

“These war years, with labor 
shortages and high-priced pure- 
bred stock, are not a good time for 
entering the dairy business on a 
large scale,” he continued. But it 
is a good time to go into the dairy 
business as a sideline. 

“The market is here,” Hender- 
son said. “Georgia produces only 
one-half as much milk as_ she 
needs in normal years, and now 
she has the additional demand of 
war industries and camps, All 
feed crops can be grown here, 
thereby eliminating the excessive 
costs of feeds and transportation 
bills which are driving some big 
The 
family can milk the small herd, 
thereby , eliminating the labor 
problem.” 

Henderson pointed out that a 
half dozen cows, not purebred, 
could be bought and the herd im- 
proved through breeding. 

“It is absolutely essential that 
most, if not all, the feed required 
be produced on the farm,” he con- 
tinued. “The feed situation this 
winter is going to be extremely 
critical. Feed can be grown as 
well in Georgia as elsewhere. 
When feed is imported, dairymen 
must pay dealer profits and trans- 
portation charges.” 

The production of milk with 
small herds is not a new idea, he 
asserted. More than 60 per cent 
of all the cows milked in the Unit- 
ed States are in herds of 10 cows 
or fewer, and are milked by 90 
per cent of the farmers who milk 
cows.

Nazi Morale Affected Greatly 
By Bombing, Says British ‘Doe’ 


By HARRY LEE. 
“Germany may break under A\l- 
lied air blows and the drain on 


German morale caused by the 
bombing is greater than that suf- 
fered by the British during the 
blitz on England,” in the opinion 
of Dr. Walter S. waclay, eminent 
British psychiatrist and chief of 
the Mill Hill Emergency hospital 
in London, here to lecture before 
the Academy of Medicine. 

Interviewed by The Constitution 
yesterday at the Georgian Terrace 
hotel, Dr. Maclay explained his be- 
lief in the effect of Allied bombing 
upon the Nazis was based on the 
fact that such bombings had been 
much more concentrated than was 
the case in England, and that the 
blotting out of entire cities would 
produce an effect that did not re- 
sult among the British. 

Dr. Maclay is in Atlanta to lec- 
ture and show a film before the 
Academy of Medicine at 8 p. m. 
today, and he is intimately ac- 
quainted with the effects of war 
upon civilians and service men 
and women through his work in 
London, 

Good Opportunity. 

The hospital of which he is the 
head was set up only a few days 
before the start of the war, he 
Said, and as a result he has been 
afforded an opportunity to study 
the effect of war upon men and 
women through all its stages. 

Dr. Maclay said the bulk of his 
cases have been service men and 
wome.. who were unable to adjust 
themselves to the new _ environ- 
mental changes caused by enter- 
ing the service, and he explained 
he has worked closely with the 
ministries of war and labor in 
England in placing these cases in 
environments where they may 
function more smoothly. 

The film which he will show at 
the Academy of Medicine gives an 
inside picture of the working of 
the hospital with such cases, and 
presents methods of dealing with 
various maladjustments. 

The hospital was bombed during 
the Battle of Britain, Dr. Maclay 
related, explaining, however, they 
had a “bit of luck.” 

No Fatality. 

“We didn’t have a single fatality 
as a result of the bombing,” he 
“You see they dropped be- 
tween two and three hundred in- 
cendiaries on us, and we had some 
fire but everybody got out. Luck- 
ily our chief surgeon had burned 
his hand some time before the 
bombing and was unable to per- 
form a single operation—so n> one 
was lost. 

“However we did have a rather 
close call,” Dr. Maclay went on. 
“Just a few minutes after we fin- 
ished getting the last of the pa- 
tients out of one of the wards the 
roof caved in.”

Explaining the nature of his 
work Dr. Maclay said given 
enough strain any human being 
would break, but he added it was 
surprising how few civilians and 
children had suffered breakdowns 
as a result of bombing in England. 

“Many more cases resulted from 
the evacuation,” he said, “because 
of the breaking up of homes,” 

Must Be Met. 

Asked if breaking up of homes 
in the United States as a result of 
the drafting of fathers might not 
be dangerous, he said it would, 
but added it was a danger thaf in 
his opinion must be met. He felt 
the drafting of fathers here was 
absolutely necessary, he said.» 

Dr. Maclay is on a tour of the 
larger cities in the United States, 
having been sent here by the Brit- 
ish government. He is sponsored 
by the American Psychiatric Asso- 
ciation and the Southern Psychi- 
atric Association. He is a member 
of the Royal College of Physicians 
and a member of other scientific 
societies. 

Dr. Maclay will be presented at 
the Academy of Medicine, 875 
West Peachtree street, N. E., by 
Dr. Newdigate Owensby, secretary 
of the Southern Psychiatric Asso- 
ciation and member of the commit- 
tee on public education of the 
American Psychiatric Association.

WLB Broadens 
Its Definition 
Of Lumbering 


The War Labor Board has 
broadened its definition of the 
lumber industry in which wage 
increases up to 50 cents an hour 
may be given without WLB ap- 
proval, Regional Chairman M. T. 
Van Hecke has announced. 

Lumber operators in Alabama, 
Florida, Georgia, Mississippi, the 
Carolinas, Tennessee and Virginia 
were authorized by WLB July 30 
to boost wages to 50 cents with- 
out consulting WLB in order to 
ease what was described as a crit- 
ical lumber shortage. 

The new order expanded the 
definition of lumbering to cover 
“all operations involved in the 
production of lumber and basic 
lumber products, from cutting and 
logging to the point where the 
lumber or lumber product is 
ready for use in construction or 
is ready to be turned over to a 
manufacturing establishment for 
further processing.” 

The definition also included 
“planing mills which make win- 
dow sash, window frames, door 
frames, flooring and dimension; 
plants which produce veneer and 
plywood; pulp wood and chemi- 
cal wood products; such as tur- 
pentine; alcohol and rosin.” 

Van Hecke said also covered 
here was the processing or fabri- 
cating necessary to produce the 
basic wooden parts from which 
the finishing product will be man- 
ufactured but not covered was the 
“actual fabrication or manufac- 
turing of the finished product un- 
less the entire operation is physi- 
cally integrated.” 

He said plants which use lum- 
ber to manufacture articles such 
as furniture were not included.

The coastal patrol of the Geor- 
gia Civil Air Patrol has complet- 
ed 17 months «f duty on the At- 
lantic coast without a single ship 
being sunk »y a submarine 'n its 
sector. 

The exceptional record of the 
squadron, made up of Georgians 
and many Atlantans, was com- 
mended in a letter from Rear Ad- 
miral Jules James, commandant 
of the Sixth Naval. district and 
commander Southern Group, 
Eastern Sea Frontier. 

Major Thomas H. Daniel Jr., 
commanding officer of the coastal 
patrol] base, announced yesterday 
that the base had been discon- 
tinued and the pilots and other 
personne] would be transferred to 
Macon as a unit in the Feeder 
Command for the Air Service 
Command, which transports vital 
materialgs- equipment and supplies. 

Alertness of Pilots. 

How many submarines the CAP 
fliers sighted, how they attacked 
and how many they sunk or 
caused to be sunk remain mili- 
tary secrets. But thousands of 
ships went up and down the 
Georgia coast because of the alert- 
ness of CAP pilots flying small 
planes equipped with demolition 
bombs and depth charges. The 
patrol flew approximately 15,000 
hours on sub hunts.
